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Loving tributes paid after 
tragic death of Arran, 13

TRIBUTES have been paid to a 
budding performer and “inspir¬ 
ing” teenager who died this 
week. 

Arran Tosh, 13, died in the early 
hours of Saturday morning after 
being diagnosed with a brain 
tumour just five days earlier. 

Family, friends and teachers 
have shared their memories of 
the teenager - who performed 
with Centre Stage theatre com¬ 
pany in Haverhill. 

Mum Alison, of Sudbury, said 
she wants her “angel” to be 
remembered. 

“We always believed we had 
been sent a wee angel, but he can 
do many more things from heav¬ 
en than he could do from down 
here,” she said. 

“It is hurtful, and it is painful 
but we have gained a lot of com¬ 
fort from all of the support and 
lovely messages we have 
received.” 

Arran visited an opticians in 
Sudbury for a routine appoint¬ 
ment on May 31. 

After spotting some pressure 
behind his eyes, the optician 
booked him in for an MRI scan 
and further eye test at West 
Suffolk Hospital on June 2. 

Doctors at the hospital discov¬ 
ered a tumour and operated the

next day. 

Alison, 43, said: “He came 
round; he was quite sleepy but 
then there were complications 
with not being able to remove all 
of the tumour. 

“Because the tumour was slow- 
growing and had been growing 
for years he could have been 
busking, playing football, with 
his friends or on his own with no 
family around him and just col¬ 
lapsed.” 

Arran was put on life support 
and died in the early hours of 
Saturday, June 7. 

Before being diagnosed, Arran 
was fundraising for Cancer 
Research UK and had plans to 
shave his head next month, if he 
managed to raise £1,000 in spon¬ 


sorship. 

At the time the Weekly News 
went to print, Arran’s Just Giving 
page had raised more than 
£11,000 in donations. 

The 13-year-old and his family 
made regular trips to the pil¬ 
grimage destination of Lourdes 
in France - and Arran had start¬ 
ed work on a new project to raise 
enough money to send a child 
there. 

Along with friends, he had 
recorded an EP of five songs, 
which the family hopes to release 
in the future. 

Alison added: “Arran had a lot 
of different things that he want¬ 
ed to do - all he lived for was to 
make people happy.” 

Jim Morgan, chairman of 


Centre Stage in Haverhill, 
remembered the youngster’s tal¬ 
ent during his performances as 
Kurt in the Sound of Music and 
Potiphar in Joseph and the 
Amazing Technicolour Dream- 
coat. 

The group dedicated their per¬ 
formances of The Producers, 
which took place on Saturday at 
Haverhill Arts Centre, to him. 

Mr Morgan said: “Arran had 
something in him - he was a bit 
special. He had a great talent for 
music and acting. We will miss 
him.” 

Jacob Simmons, 17, also attend¬ 
ed Centre Stage. 

He said: “He was funny, kind, 
immensely talented and always 
put a smile on everyone’s face. 
He was mature beyond his age 
and it is so sad that he didn’t get 
the chance to reach his full 
potential. He made so much of 
an impact, and I shall miss him 
so much.”

Arran’s funeral will take place 
next Wednesday, June 18, at 
11am at St Joseph’s, Long Bessels, 
Hadleigh.

TV programme looks 
at the woric of REACH 


THE struggles of a 
Haverhill family, who have 
had to use a foodbank to 
survive, have been fea¬ 
tured on a Channel 4 pro¬ 
gramme. 

Tom Twitchett, son Drey 
and daughter Niomi, 14, 
who was diagnosed with 
leukaemia last year, 
appeared on Breadline Kids 
on Monday to tell the public 
their story. 

The family were one of 
three case studies chosen to 
explore the lives of children 
living in poverty - but also 
to show the good work that 
foodbanks do in local com¬ 
munities. 

Tom and his children have 
visited REACH Community 
Projects in Haverhill for 
help with benefits, paying 
bills and managing debts - 
as well as food parcels. 

Henry Wilson, REACH 
projects director, said 
watching the programme

was “overwhelming”. 

“It was incredibly moving, 
and I felt very humbled just 
watching it,” he said. 

“We set up this project 
years ago without having 
any idea of the extent of the 
need for it. 

“The programme was 
incredibly positive for food- 
banks which are often seen 
as quite negative.” 

Viewers were told that 
Tom used to work as a gar¬ 
dener in Newmarket, but 
was forced to give up work 
to care for Niomi full-time 
when she became ill. 

After leaving his job, Tom 
fell behind on bill payments 
and struggled to run his car 
to take his daughter to 
Addenbrooke’s for regular 
treatment. There wasn’t 
enough money left to buy 
food for the family. 


REACH was there to give 
advice and support to any 
families and individuals, 
Mr Wilson said, and they 
would always try to get to 
the root of the problem. 

“When there is a situation 
like that we will do our 
utmost to make sure people 
get the help they need. 

“It is the kids that strug¬ 
gle, and they don’t get to 
make any of the decisions.” 

Jezza Neumann, who 
directed the programme, 
praised REACH for their 
work. 

He said: “I was impressed 
by what I saw. It’s not just 
about the food and the 
advice they give, it’s also an 
opportunity to see a friend¬ 
ly face, have a chat and a 
cup of tea. 

“A real local hub that pro¬ 
vides emotional support 
and community spirit.” 

Mr Neumann said the 
programme did not aim to 


show the featured locations 
in a bad light - but highlight 
the fact that poverty is hap¬ 
pening across the “length 
and breadth of Britain”. 

“Haverhill is where we 
found Tom and his family, 
but there are thousands of 
families like them across 
the country. No matter 
where we go, we will find 
someone,” he said. 

Since the programme 
aired, REACH has received 
messages of support from 
the local community and 
beyond. 

The project received a tel¬ 
ephone call from Worthing, 
where someone was inter¬ 
ested in helping Tom and 
his family, and an online 
donation has been made 
from someone in Cheshire. 

Families from Hull and 
London were also featured 
on the programme.

Town is in line 
for ‘outreach’ 
health services

HAVERHILL is set to benefit 
from new “outreach servic¬ 
es” linked to West Suffolk 
Hospital. 

At a health meeting held in 
the town last Friday, the hos¬ 
pital’s new strategy for pro¬ 
viding care across the area 
was unveiled. 

A number of “outreach clin¬ 
ics” offering different services 
will be opened across West 
Suffolk - but a particular 
need has been identified for 
them in Haverhill because of 
its position on the 
Cambridgeshire border. 

Dr Ed Garratt, chief operat¬ 
ing officer for West Suffolk 
Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG) was at the meet¬ 
ing. 

He said: “The purpose of the 
meeting was to see how we 
can make Haverhill a healthi¬ 
er place and improve the level 
of services within the town. 

“West Suffolk Hospital is 
looking, as part of its future 
strategy, to increase the num¬ 
ber of outreach clinics. 

“They are also looking to 
offer more choice to patients 
in towns like Haverhill so 
people have the choice of 
going to Addenbrooke’s or 
West Suffolk Hospital.” 

Jon Green, chief operating 
officer at West Suffolk NHS 
Foundation Trust, said that 
dermatology, dietetics, mid¬ 
wifery, rheumatology and 
cardiology clinics already run 
in Haverhill. 

The sessions are 
popular”and the hospital is 
looking at other services that 
could be provided in nearby

towns, Mr Green added. 

Matthew Hancock, West 
Suffolk’s MP, also attended 
the meeting. He is calling for 
an X-ray machine to be given 
to the town. 

An electrocardiogram 
(ECG) machine has already 
been confirmed - but the 
location is currently undecid¬ 
ed. 

Mr Hancock said: “I want to 
ensure the best possible 
healthcare for the people of 
Haverhill. 

“This is why the next step 
must be to get an X-ray 
machine. I have called for one 
before and I will continue to 
fight tirelessly to see an X-ray 
machine. It is a fair and rea¬ 
sonable demand to want bet¬ 
ter health facilities and equip - 
ment for the community in 
the town.” 


West Suffolk CCG has also 
given £500,000 to the East of 
England Ambulance Service 
Trust to improve “frontline 
services”. 

This will include recruiting 
new paramedics and buying a 
new fleet of ambulances to 
operate in the area, Dr Garratt 
added. 

The meeting was also 
attended by county council¬ 
lors Tony Brown, Julian Flood 
and Anne Gower and practice 
managers from Haverhill sur¬ 
geries. 

Stakeholders have been 
attending meetings regularly 
after health service concerns 
were raised by Cllr Brown 
earlier in the year. 

He said: “Everyone got a lot 
out of the meeting, and it’s 
worthwhile meeting up on a 
regular basis so we can 
improve on the problems 
with Haverhill’s health care.” 

A new health directory is 
also going to be delivered to 
every home in Haverhill in 
October, Cllr Brown added. 

Other points raised includ¬ 
ed getting a defibrillator for 
Haverhill Health Centre and 
how to deal with patients who 
regularly miss appointments.

WHEN I moved into this area 24 
years ago it was made clear to me 
that the land to the rear of my 
bungalow had planning 
permission for further dwellings 
to be erected, and a bypass built.

Man caught with 
heroin avoids Jail 


A DRUG user with an “appall¬ 
ing” criminal record has 
avoided a jail sentence after 
being caught carrying £270 
worth of heroin. 

Police arrested Michael 
Hall, 43, on lanuary 18 when 
they pulled over a car travel¬ 
ling down Arbury Road, 
Cambridge, and discovered 
he was carrying 18 wraps of 
heroin, Cambridge Crown 
Court heard. 

Hall, of Downs Place, 
Haverhill, was a passenger in 
the car which sped off when 
originally flagged down by 
officers, but eventually 
stopped after police gave 
chase. 

Officers found he was in 
possession of 18 wraps of her¬ 
oin, with the street value of 
£270, as well as a small quan¬ 
tity of buprenorphine, a hero¬ 
in substitute used by addicts 
to treat their dependence on 
the drug, Marti Blair, prose-

cuting, told. 

Hall pleaded guilty to two 
counts of possession of illegal 
drugs on Tuesday. 

The court also heard that 
Hall had 35 convictions for 75 
offences, dating back over 24 
years. 

His latest offence also 
breached a year-long condi¬ 
tional discharge imposed by 
West Suffolk Magistrates 
court on fune 18, 2013, for two 
charges of shoplifting. 

Melanie Benn, mitigating, 
said Hall had entered a guilty 
plea at the earliest opportu¬ 
nity and had seen the error of 
his ways. 

She said: “He recognises 
that he has now got to change 
his life. 

“He has a 15-year-old daugh¬ 
ter with whom he continues 
to have a relationship. 


“He knows he has to do this 
to be a better father and this is 
the way to do it.” 

Sentencing him, fudge 
Hawkesworth said: “You have 
an appalling record and it is a 
clear that is it caused almost 
entirely by your addiction to 
both alcohol and drugs over a 
long period of time. 

“You have finally been put 
into a position where there is 
some hope at the end of the 
day and it is going to require 
an enormous effort by you if 
that hope is going to come 
through. 

“I want to try to help you 
break that cycle.” 

fudge Hawkesworth sen¬ 
tenced Hall to two years in 
prison, suspended for 18 
months. 

He was also made subject to 
a supervision order for 18 
months, and an 18-month 
drug rehabilition require¬ 
ment.

Plan for 1,000 homes 
gets the green light

MAJOR plans, which could bring 
more than 1,000 new homes to 
Haverhill, have been praised by the 
borough’s member for planning. 

An application for growth in the 
north-west of the town was approved 
last week by St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council’s Development Control 
Committee. 

The plans encompass more than 
1,000 new homes, community facili¬ 
ties and a relief road, designed to ease 
congestion on the rest of the town’s 
routes. 

Despite reservations, the application 
was passed 10 to 1 - and it has been 
praised by Cllr Terry Clements, port¬ 
folio holder for planning and trans¬ 
port. 

He said: “This scheme could deliver a 
fantastic, long-awaited relief road that 
everyone in Haverhill has been push¬ 
ing for, a new primary school, afford-

able housing, health facilities as well 
as a retail area, community facilities 
and open space. 

“The expansion of the town will also 
see it become a focus point for devel¬ 
oping new employment opportuni¬ 


ties. It is great news.” 

Speaking at the meeting last week, 
David Henry, agent at Savills, said the 
project is a “£15 to £16 million” invest¬ 
ment with the relief road expected to 
cost around £7.3 million alone. 

One of the main concerns expressed 
by councillors was the delivery of the 
relief road - which is required to be 
finished five years after building work 
begins on the new homes. Many spoke 
up, asking why it could not be built 
sooner. 

Calls were also made for other neces¬ 
sary infrastructure to be put in place 
before the new homes, to prevent 
extra strain on existing facilities. 

Cllr Trevor Beckwith was the only 
councillor to vote in opposition of the 
plans. 

Speaking at the meeting he said: “I 
am not going to vote for this, because 
there is no plan for traffic impact. Now 
is the time to stand up for what we 
believe in.”

Later kick-off times for the 
tournament, which is taking place 
in Brazil, may lead to people being 
over the alcohol limit the following 
morning when driving. 

Residents are being advised of 
the dangers of being over the limit 
and are being given information to 
avoid drink driving. 

Officers will be conducting road 
checks throughout the World Cup, 
which starts this week, including 
first thing in the morning. 

Breath-tests will be carried out 
on any person stopped for a 
motoring offence. 

Chief Inspector Chris Spinks, 
head of roads policing in Suffolk 
and Norfolk, said: “Watching 
football is a very social event, 
whether it is going to the pub or 
round to a friend’s house. 

“Either way there can be more of 
a temptation for those driving to 
have a drink, but we would warn 
people not to do so.”

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FRESH off the back of the divisive, 
incestuous and manic ‘Tis Pity She's A 
Whore which came to Cambridge Arts 
Theatre in May (check out our review 
online at cambridge-news.co.uk/whatson ), 
Cheek by Jowl theatre company are back 
this week with their “menacing, hilarious 
and anarchic** portrayal of the despotic 
Ubu, first written by Alfred Jarry. 

Known for their pace and wit and 
tongue in cheek attitude to classic - 
if troublesome - texts, the troupe's 
version of Ubu Roi is set to be similarly 
revolutionary. 

Opening and closing on its first night 
when performed at Paris' Theatre de 
I'CEuvre on December 10, 1896, the 
play blurs the lines between the comic, 
the bizarre and the downright surreal. 

It's bolshie and odd, surprising and 
unforgiving, designed to make you squirm 
as much as laugh, and sutures together 
plot line snippets from Macbeth, Hamlet 
and Lear while tugging on schoolboy 
tropes and silly jokes. 

Suitable for over-16s (so it must be a 
tad racy/raucously violent if that intrigues 
you), the piece is performed entirely in 
French, but there will be English subtitles 
so you can keep up. 

There also won't be an interval, so 
expect to leave rather wrung out, but 
hopefully pretty stunned to boot.

BELLE (I2A, 104 mins) 

BEAUTY is in the eye of the beholder 
but when that beauty defies the social 
mores of a prejudiced era, it must be 
cherished in secret. 

Belle is the enchanting dramatisation 
of a true story of fortitude across 
racial and class divides at a time 
when pompous men of privilege 
were vociferously debating the end of 
slavery in England. 

The high-profile case at the centre 
of the debate concerned the crew of a 
ship called the Zong, who had thrown 
dozens of slaves overboard because 
they claimed they did not have enough 
supplies for the duration of the voyage. 

When the ship reached port, the 
Zong's Liverpool-based owners 
demanded compensation for the lost 
slaves but insurers refused to honour 
the claim. 

The subsequent trial posed 
uncomfortable questions about the 
monetary value of human life. 

Inspired by an 18th-century painting 
commissioned by William Murray, who 
was then Lord Chief Justice of England 
and Wales, Amma Asante's handsome 
period piece illuminates the debate and 
some of the characters, whose lives 
intersected at this historical crossroads. 

Captain Sir John Lindsay (Matthew 
Goode) brings his illegitimate, mixed 
race daughter Dido (Lauren Julien-Box) 
to England and entrusts the child to his 
aristocratic uncle, Lord Mansfield (Tom 
Wilkinson) while he returns to sea. 


Lord Mansfield's wife (Emily Watson) 
is opposed to the plan but he permits 
Dido to stay, allowing his great-niece 
to become a constant companion to 
her cousin, Elizabeth (Cara Jenkins). 

The girls blossom and Lady Elizabeth 
(now played by Sarah Gadon) prepares 
to seek a wealthy husband. 

"Elizabeth must secure her bread and 
butter," Lord Mansfield reminds his 
wife. 

Dido (now played by Gugu Mbatha- 
Raw) is afforded certain privileges 
by her lineage but she must remain 
behind closed doors at important social 
gatherings. 

Oliver Ashford (James Norton), the 
handsome offspring of Lord and Lady 
Ashford (Alex Jennings, Miranda 
Richardson) is a potential love match 
for Elizabeth but he is more interested 
in Dido. However, Dido's head is 
turned by idealistic lawyer John 
Davinier (Sam Reid), who is heavily 


involved in the Zong case and opens 
her eyes to the barbarism of slavery. 

Elegantly scripted by Misan Sagay, 
Belle is a beautifully crafted companion 
piece to 12 Years A Slave that traverses 
a moral maze through British eyes and 
reminds us that we have blood on our 
hands too. 

The ensemble cast delivers excellent 
performances, particularly Mbatha- 
Raw, who possesses beauty and 
vulnerability on camera. 

She catalyses smouldering screen 
chemistry with Reid, and Wilkinson 
brings pomp and circumstance to his 
pivotal role as a man with the power 
to chip away at the foundations of the 
legal firmament. 

Dramatic momentum steadily builds 
to Lord Mansfield's deliberation on the 
Zong case, watched intently by Dido 
and Davinier. 

Like them, we're spellbound by his 
ruling.

A question of 

compost 


BAGS of old compost are still being sold in garden 
centres and DIY stores, with no indication of the 
date of production on the packaging, according to a 
report in the latest edition of Which7 Gardening, the 
Consumers’ Association magazine. 

The report follows up its findings last June that old 
stock was on sale, which manufacturers said was 
down to the previous year's 
poor summer. Yet the problem is 
still occurring, with researchers 
having found old stock of B&Q, 

Miracle-Gro, J Arthur Bower's 
and Westland compost being 
sold again. 

Compost doesn't normally have 
a sell-by or use-by date on it, 
so consumers may have trouble 
distinguishing old stock from 
new. 

But just how effective is old 
compost? Which? Gardening 
claims that the nutrients in 
compost can degrade over time, 
so using a compost that is more than a year or two old 
could prevent plants from thriving. 

Guy Barter, chief horticultural adviser with the 
RHS, says that certainly organic potting compost 
deteriorates with time. 

"Any organic fertilisers incorporated in the compost 
will break down over time and the soluble nutrients 
will become too salty and strong which could damage 
the roots of young plants. 

"Potting composts have been formulated to have 


lots of air in them because roots need to breathe, 
just like humans. As the compost ages, the air space 
declines and roots find it difficult to grow because of 
lack of air in the compost." 

He says non-organic composts are less likely to be 
affected by age because the nutrients will almost 
certainly be in the form of chemicals, which aren't 
broken down so quickly. 

Which? Gardening wants 
manufacturers to make it easier 
for consumers to see when the 
compost they buy was made - for 
example by printing a production 
date on the packaging. When it 
suggested this to the industry 
body Growing Media Association 
(GMA), it said: "GMA members 
believe they manage stock well. 

If consumers are dissatisfied with 
the quality of their compost, they 
should take it up with the retailer." 

David Coop, head of technical 
development for Westland 
Horticulture, says: "Ideally, we would advise 
gardeners to use compost within the season of 
purchase. 

"However, we are confident that Westland compost 
would be stable and consistent the following year if 
stored correctly in a cool, dry place, away from direct 
sunshine. This is because we use ingredients such 
as peat and our patented West+ wood fibre in our 
composts, which are stable, consistent and reliable 
products, which don't break down quickly."

A spokesman for Sinclair Horticulture, which 
manufactures J Arthur Bower's compost, says: 

"Sinclair Horticulture's retail composts are formulated 
to have a long shelf-life. Any deterioration is gradual 
and the product remains efficacious for at least two 
years as long as it is stored well (ie fully wrapped). 

"We encourage garden centres to rotate their stock 
but we have no control over this. Should the consumer 
buy discounted older compost, we would advise them 
to keep an eye on their plants and be prepared to 
start their fertiliser regime slightly earlier if their plants 
show any signs of nutrient deficiency." 

However, Barter notes that it would be difficult and 
costly for gardeners to prove that the compost they 
used had caused the poor performance of plants. 
They'd probably need to employ a specialist company 
to analyse the compost. 

"When you see compost for sale, you assume it will 
do what it says on the bag. But if it's been in a retail 
outlet for a long time, it may have deteriorated." 

So, what should we be looking for when buying 
what we deem to be fresh compost? 


"Go to outlets which have a high turnover where 
there doesn't appear to be old stock," Barter advises. 
"If the bags are looking stained or weather-worn, 
perhaps you should think about shopping elsewhere." 

When you open the bag, the contents should feel 
fluffy and fibrous, not wet and heavy. Compost may 
seem hard because it's been stacked on a pallet but it 
should fluff up pretty easily. 

However, it is possible to use old compost as an 
effective soil improver when winter digging or just 
to use as a mulch to conserve moisture and suppress 
weeds, says Barter, so you could bag a bargain if you 
see any old stock in the sale. 

And if anyone has a partially-used bag of compost 
left over from a previous year, mix it 50:50 with fresh 
compost and use it to raise young bedding plants or 
young vegetables, he advises.
